At the time the boy was 
riding a bicycle aud failed to scc'or;hear 
the cur, for the reason that n. north 
bound car was also passing at the same 
time. He was carried by the life .guard 
two hundred and sixteen feet before the 
car could be stopped; his neclc being 
broken, two hips dislocated, ribs .broken 
and ace, head and body more or less 
cut and bruised. 


1IOTORMAN UNNERVED. 


S. F. Christiansen, motorman, one of 


the best and most cnreul men in the em- 
ploy of the corporation, was. running the 
car at the time; and the unfortunate ac- 
cident 
unnerved him so tlmt he com- 


pletely broke down and wept like a child 
and for more than one aud a half hours 
wns unable to tell the story of the hap- 
pening.

'! WHERE CITY IS DIFFERENT. .' 
'. 


. A city when it gets to a population of 
30,000, begins to affect metropolitan airs. 
It is too big for a village and yet as much 
is expected ot it often 'times as from a 
large city. In one respect, however, .is. 
the city-different from a growing boy. The 
guardians of the child don't expect him 
to wear his six year old clothes at six- 
teen, but too often cities arc negligent 
about their garb. Any old thing seems 
to do. 


Crooked, patched walks, muddy streets 


are 
generally 
the 
habiliments 
of 


the growing city. The mud of ten years 
ago is made to do sen-ice for the present 
time. But the- man who visits the back- 
ward city don't excuse this condition. Ha 
conclude*, that the city is either indif- 
ferent, or is run by a lot of paupers. Per-, 
haps it's too much to expect the city with 
one jump to get into a new outfit, but 
there ought to be something done every 
-year to help along the appearance of our 
graduation from a village into the city 
class. 


ASSERTION" IS TRUE. 


That Racine is the most backward city 


of its size in point of paved street; is an 
assertion often made in the newspapers 
and in public places. This of course you 
don't need to argue with those of our 
citizens who have visited many 
cities 


ranging frofn 25.000 to 40,000 population. 
"Rut for diose who have not had the op- 
portunity to travel, nnd who may be 
disinclined to take anybody's and every- 
body's say so on the matter a few statis- 
tics prepared by the United States census 
bureau will be of interest. These statis- 
tics are for the year 1002 and while it is 
true there have been very material addi- 
tions to the amount of paving in Racine 
since 1!)02, it mHst bo remembered that 
the cities given in "comparison have" in- 
creased their number of paved streets 
with even greater rapidity than Racine 
since the census fijrures were given. It 
is probable that Racine with what has 
bce-n added in the three years past would 
be at a, still further disadvantage if fig- 
ures could'be secured .now. 


For the purpose of coinpnrison and in 


order that Racine might not bo given 
the worst of the denl, no city is given 
which in 1002 had as large a population 
as this city, except th« last two of those 
,had only about 2,000 more people than 
Racine. The following table shows the 
number of square yards of pnving of all 
kind;:

Can anything more b« asked to prove 


that Racine is way behind other cities 
in the class to which its population en- 
titles it to be placed! It is to be regret- 
ted that the:'statistics do not include cit- 
ies from' 15,000 to 25,000, for it could then 
be proven that Hacinc was for behind 
hundreds oj! places smaller than 20,000. 


IN DEPLORABLE SHAPE. 


The condition of Racine's stvsets today 


are a disgrace to any city. It is true 
we have a few paved streets but the 
gieat majority of the streets are mud 
holes, a little worse in the spring than 
usual, it 
is true, but always so bad 


that we arc ashamed to have strangers 
drive over them except after a long, dry 
spell. 


What Racine needs, is more paving, 


mncndam, brick or asphalt, arytliing that 
will put a bottom to the streets and re- 
lieve us from the odium of having the 
worst streets of any city in the union. 
There ought to be no question of the 
passage of the improvement bondn, which 
question is to be submitted to the vot- 
ers at the coming election. There is 
some opposition perhaps, on the part of 
some, to the issuing 
of improvement 


bonds, but'why, it is difficult to under- 
stand. 


CITY'S INDEBTEDNESS. 


The total indebtedness of the city in- 


cluding the bridge bonds just sold is 
$554.000. 
All this money hns been used 


in laying sewers, building school houses, 
bridges and paving. A city is not like 
a'lorge manufacturing institution which 
grows and bulds additions to its plant 
-out of the profits. 'The cty's business is 
not a profit' making 
business. Every 


dollar must come out of its taxpayers. 
The only way the city can 'get money 
is by borrowing,'or'issuing bonds, or else 
by direct tax. 
-If a manufacturing in- 


stitution needs 'more money than it gets 
out of its profits, it doesn't stop business, 
i teither borrows, assesses the stockhold- 
ers or increases its capital stock. A city- 
can only borrow or levy more taxes.' It 
has no profits. 


OUTDISTANCE TAX LEVIES. 


There is no question ,but that Ameri- 


can cities generally have grown more 
rapidly with greater demands for im- 
provements, than can be paid out of. tax 
levies. Improvement* which are perma- 
nent and to be handed down and used by 
coming generations should be paid for in 
part by the parties who will own prop- 
erty here ten, tw-enty or thirty years 
from now. 
We are paying for sewers 


put in and school buildings erected fif- 
teen and twenty years ago. We are get. 
ting the benefit of these improvements 
and it is but just that we should be wil- 
ling to hcTp pay for them. Likewise 
those who come after us should help pay 
for the paring v?e put in now. If it is 
done as it should be the paving will last 
for thirty years.

UGLY STREETS A DETRIMENT. 
If we go into the class of cities from 


35,000 to 50,000 in which class Hacinc 
now belongs wo find very few cities with 
a bonded debt of less than one to two 
million dollars. 
These are cities which 


have had to keep pace with their growth 
and have grown, because they made their 
cities attractive. If Racine would spend 
$150.000 in the next four years in pav- 
ing, there is no question we would see 
the greatest bbom in our history. Ugly 
street* attract no one, especially the man 
with money to invest in factories. 


NO CAUSE FOR HESITATION.

If 
you are assessed $1,000 your proportion 
of the interest would be lesu than ten- 
rents a year. You would save several 
times that much every week in oar fare

walk. Why, the proportion of the entire- 
350,000 bond issue that would fall to ft 
man assessed $1,000 would be only About 
S2.50 and this is paid for at the rnte of 
about 2u cents a yaar.

YORK. March 23.—The New 


York state branch of the American Na- 
tional Red Cross has issued n statement 
is to famine conditions in Japan. 


"The famine in Japan," the statement 


snys, "which has been considered for 
some time moderately serious, is now 
known as the result of reliable private 
ndvices received by the New York State 
Red Cross, to be one of the most terrible 
starvation emergencies of modern times. 
The failure of the rice crops,-which at 
one time was believed to be limited to 
certain classes only in the northern pro- 
vinces, hns been found-to be general'in 
these parts of .Inpan nnd conservative 
estimates plncc the number of starving 
.Inpunese at from-800,000 to 1,000,000 
persons. For these, owing to extended 
rains last summer-which have ruined tho 
rice and other food crops, there is ab- 
solutely no relief in sight until next Oc- 
tober, when a new harvest will be avail- 
able. 


"As if this were not bad enough, the 


present winter has been one of the most 
severe in Jnpnn in many years. The 
sum of ?16,000,000 will be required to 
save the Japanese country people. This 
is estimated by allowing for a cost of 
10 cents per person per day."

Monday. The committee is now consid- 
ering whether it is wise to undertake 
the collection and transportation of food 
as well ns money. Already two food ex-

ARE GUILTY OF LARCENY 


:RTS Judtlro Conofrnlntr 
Life Insurance 


Comottnlr** ContrtbTJtlnnR, 


NEW YORK. March 23.—The officers 


of life insurance companies who contrib- 
uted a portion of the companies' funds 
to political' campaign committees, com- 
mitted larceny, is the opinion of Justice 
O'Sullivan of the court of freneral ses- 
sions. Justice O'Sullivnn expressed his 
opinion in court today in replying to the 
presentment submitted to him by the 
grand jury, which is' investigating some 
of the phases of the insurance business, 
which were developed by the legislative 
investigating committee. He held that 
larceny was committed by the officers 
who authorized such contributions and 
charged the jury to investigate as to the 
responsibility for such crimes. 


This opinion is directly opposite to the 


one nn the same subject which was sub- 
milted to Justice O'Sullivan by District

Stabs Guard to Death Also Fat- 


ally Wounds Convict. 


As Negro Could Not be Captured Alive 


He Was Shot to Death by 


the Guards. 


NINE PERISH'IN WRECK, 


Tank Car PhrtlgesTnto Crowd- 


ed Caboose of Workmen. 


Middle Span of Bridge Went Ont llms 


Preventing the Work of 


1 Rescue. . 


JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Marcli 26.— 


This morning when the convicts at the 
penitentiary were called for breakfast, 
Gunrd <L W. Woods of Macon, Mo., was 
pounced upon by a colored convict and 
stubbed three times. 
Woods died 
in- 


stantly. Another guard immediately kill- 
ed the convict. 


The convict's name was "Sonny" An- 


devson, a nogro sentenced from •Sfc.'Loui^' 
in 1904 to serve four years for nssniilt' to-' 
kill. He lind been on what i* termed: the- 
"cranky list" for several days,1 and had> 
been kept in a cell. Ho wns let out. tins' 
morning, with tlie other prisoner's, but 
soon afterward Guard Woods was 
or- 


dered to put him back into the cell. An- 
derson refused to obey and wlien the, 


rd seized him'by the arm and at- 


tempted to force liim into the 
cell 
he 


drew a knife and stabbed tlic guard three 
times, killing him instantly. 


FATALLY WOUNDED ANOTHER. 
Other guards nnd several convicts rush- 


ed to the rescue of Woods. Anderson was 
slashing right and left and severely in- 
jured two other convicts, one of them 
William Sheridan, sentenced 
from 
St. 


Louis to serve ton years for murder, be- 
ing so seriously injured that 
ho will 


probably die. 
William Rockwell, sen- 


tenced for robbery, was stabbed but not 
seriously wounded. 


Anderson then seized a hose nnd di- 


rected a stream of water on those who 
attempted to capture him. Dropping the 
hose, he threw buckets and anything ho 
could lay his hands on and_made his way 
into the yard. It wns found impossible 
to capture him alive and guards finally 
cliot him io death. 


CASPER, Wyo, March 26.— Nino per- 


sons were killed, . and thirteen injured 
when, ttn accommodation! train on the 
Chicago & Northwestern railway of the 
new branch, ran into a washout on the 
prairie 26 miles west of here this morn- 
ing. Most of the persons killed and in- 
jured were workmen on the way to the 
grading camps. 


They were in a caboose which was at

vice presidenNof the Standard Oil .com- 
pany, taking the witness stand, iiefore 
answering questions he objected to be- 
ing sketched by several artists who were 
in the room. "I must protest against, 
the sketch artists," said Mr. Archbold, 
pointing Lo one or two. "They have act- 
ed so indecently, that I must protest for 
myself and the public." 


United States Commissioner Frederick 


C. Sandborn, before whom the hearing 
was held, asked the artists to desist, 
Counsel for the Standard Oil company 
said tlmt the defense could not furnish 
this morning, the letters asked for on 
Saturday, but hoped to do so this after- 
noon.

his voice, "it is made up of an aggrega- 
tion of individuals." 


The business is controlled by men, ex- 


perts in their respective departments, he 
said, and the term committee us applied 
to the various boards is a misnomer. 


"Are you familiar with the product of 


oil in this country?" asked 
Attorney 


General Hadley. 


"1 am." 
"What is it?" 
"The daily production of crude oil in 


the United States is about 35,000,000 
gallons, and the Standard Oil produces 
about one-seventh." 


SAYS THERE IS COMPETITION. 


"And about the refined product?" 
"The Standard Oil probably sells and 


markets about seventy per cent of it, 
and 1 want to add," continued Mr. Arch- 
bold, "that wherever there is a Standard 
Oil refinery in the United States, there is 
a competition refinery in that section. 
There is a great deal of competition in 
the 
oil business. The competition of 


course, is greatest in the big oil region 
of Pennsylvania."

He. was carried by the life guard 
two hundred and sixteen feet before the 
car could be stopped; his neck' being 
broken, two hips dislocated, ribs broken 
and ace, head and body more or less 
cut and bruised. 


MOTORMAN UNNERVED. 


S. F. Christiansen, motorman, one of 


the best and most careul men in tiie em- 
ploy of the corporation, was running the 
car at the time, and the unfortunate ac- 
cident 
unnerved him. so that he com- 


pletely broke down and wept like a child 
and for more than one .and a half hours 
was unable to tell the story of the hap- 
pening. A number of boys and others 
on the street, saw the boy killed and tha 
greatest excitement prevailed. The po- 
lice 
department was< notified and 
the 


body was removed to the Thronson .Fur- 
niture Co. undertaking parlors and it 
was more than an hour before the boy 
was fully identified, there being nothing 
on the body whereby identification could 
be established, except a memorandum 
book, containing the name o Howa.rd 
Thompson and figures of days worker! 
and money expended for clothing and 
other goods. 


ONLY HERE FEW DAYS. 


Howard Thompson is a resident of 


Mattoon, Wis. Less than one week ago 
ho came here in search of employment, 
boarding with his sister, Mrs. William 
Dodge, 1S15 North 
Eric street. Mr. 


Dodge was employed at the Racine Gas 
Light company plant and the boy secur- 
ed employment here also. Mounting 
his bicycle Sunday afternoon he started 
out, intending tr> go to the gas works. 
Douglas avenue being paved and good 
or wheeling, it is presumed that he took 
a side street, or perhaps High street, al- 
so paved, to the avenue. At any rate 
he was riding south on that thorough- 
fare, west side of' the railway tracks. 
When more than two hundred feet north 
of Albert street, lie was noticed with 
one hand on the handle bar of his ma- 
chine and apaprently watching and talk- 
ing to some boys on the sidewalk. 


HOW HE WAS KILLED. 


About this time the 4:30 north bound 


intorurban car arrived in sight and was 
seen by the boy. It passed him. At 
the same time the south bound interur- 
ban car passed. Thompson failed to see 
or hear this car, owing to the noise 
made by the north going car. The north 
car had no sooner passed than he turned 
on the tracks, directly in ront o the 
south bound car. Whether he intended 
to cross to the other side or rule t>etween 
the rails will never be known, for the 
bif car struck and run him down. Mo- 
torman Christiansen 
instantly realized 


that the bicycle rider would be hit. He 
put on the brakes, reversed his lever 
and did. all he could to stop, but the car 
ran two hundred and sixteen feet, drag- 
ging the body of the boy, who was 
caught in the life guard, and also the 
bicycle. 


BODY PICKED UP. 


Passengers piled out of the oar and a 


large crowd gathered and the body was 
extricated from the guard and also the 
bicycle, completely wrecked. The great- 
est confusion prevailed. No one knew 
who the dead boy was or where he cnme 
from. The body was quickly removed 
to the undertaking- parlors .and Motor- 
man Christiunson, terribly wrought u|> 
and nearly crazed with grief, ran his ear 
to the power house and was taken off. 
when lie collapsed arid cried like a, chilli. 
It was over an hour before he could It'll 
his story. 


In the meantime Coroner Jonas Hoyle 


had been notified and took charge of the 
body, making every effort *to find some 
one who knew the dead boy, but it was 
dillicuH. work. It was nearly (i o'clock 
when it was definitely ascertained thut 
it was Howard Thompson of Mattoon

torman and his broken down condition, i 
it was reported that he had resigned, 
Hit this is untrue and he will remain 
with the company, who believe that the 
incident was unavoidable under the cir- 
cumstances.

Per- 
haps it's too much to expect the eity with 
one jump to get into a new outfit,'bui 
there ought to be something done every 
year to help along the appearance of our 
graduation from a village into the city 
class.

;hat we are ashamed to have strangers 
drive over them except after a long, dry 
spell. 


What Racine needs, is more paving, 


macadam, brick or asphalt, anything that 
,vill put a bottom to the streets and re- j 
ieve us from the odium of having the 
worst streets of any city in the union. 
There ought to be no question of the 
passage of the improvement bonds, which 
question is to be submitted to the vot- 
ers at the coming 
election. There is 


some opposition perliaps, on the part of 
some to the issuing 
of 
improvement 


txmda, but why, it U difficult to under- 
stand*. 


CITY'S INDEBTEDNESS, 


The total indebtedness of the city in- 


cluding the bridge bonds just sold is 
$554,000. All this money has been used 
in laying sewers, builduig school houses, 
bridges and paving. A city is not like 
a large manufacturing institution which 
grows and bulds additions to its plant 
out of the profits. ' The cty's business is 
not a profit 
making business. Every 


dollar must come out of its taxpayers. 
The only way the city can get money 
is by borrowing, or issuing bonds, or else 
by direct tax. 
If a manufacturing in- 


stitution needs more money than it gets 
out of its profits, it doesn't stop business, 
i teither borrows, assesses the stockhold- 
ers or increases its capital stock. A city 
can only borrow or levy more taxes. It 
has no profits. 


OUTDISTANCE TAX LEVIES. 


There is no question, but that Ameri- 


can cities generally have grown more 
rapidly with greater demands for im- 
provements, than can be paid out of tax 
levies. Improvements which, are perma- 
nent and to be handed down and used by 
coming generations should be paid for in 
part by the parties who will own. prop- 
erty here ten, twenty or thirty years 
from now. 
We are paying for sewers 


put in and school buildings erected fif- 
teen and twenty years ago. We are get- 
ting the benefit of these improvements 
and it is but just that we should be wil- 
ling to help pay for them. Likewise 
those who come after us should help pay 
for the paving we put in now. If it is 
done as it should be the paving will last 
for thirty years. 


SOME DEBT STATISTICS. 


Much has been said of our city debt, 


but let us see how it compares with a few 
cities from 25,000 to 35.000 population. 
•By the same census statistics referred to 
above we find the bonded debt of the fol- 
lowing cities:

UGLY STREETS A DETRIMENT. 
If we go into the class of cities from 


35,000 to 50,000 in which class Racine 
now belongs we find very few cities with 
a bonded debt of less than one to two 
million dollars. These are cities which 
have had to keep pace with their growth 
and have grown, because they made their 
cities attractive. If Racine would spend 
$150.000 in the next four years in pav 
ing, there is no question we would see 
the greatest bbom in our history. Uglj 
streets attract no one, especially the man 
with money to invest in factories. 


NO CAUSE FOR HESITATION. 


The city is.paying off what it owes as 


rapidly as it is issuing new bonds. Our 
bond iimit is a little less than $1,000,000 
and we have outstanding only a smal 
sum over one-half of the amount we are 
authorized by the state to issue. From 
the standpoint of what we owe and \vlia1 
the state .say's we may owe aud not ini 
pair our credit, we ought not to hesitate 
over the. matter of $50,000 or even $150, 
000 of improvement bonds. 


Every street paved adds just 
that 


much to the value of the property, not 
only on that particular street, but in the 
city hi general. 


HOW MUCH YOU PAY. 


The sale of bridge bonds at a rate of 


interest less than four per cent makes 
a good bargain for the city. The interest 
on $50,000 bonds at the rate of 3.73% in- 
terest would make the interest charges 
to tho city on this issue $1,800 a year. If 
you are assessed $1,000 your proportion 
of tho interest would be lesa than ten 
cents a year. You would save several 
times that much every week in ear fare 
if the streets were paved 
nnd muddy 


crosswalks didn't make it disagreeable to 
walk. Why, the proportion of the entire 
$50,000 bond issue that would fall to a 
man assessed $1,000 would be only about 
$2.50 and this is paid for at the rate of 
about 25 cents a year. 


Would anybody for the purpose of sav- 


ing this insignificant sum deprive the city 
of these 
necdexl 
improvements;; This 


bond issue ought to carry without a dis- 
senting vote.

The marrow of Ihe-contention in tlio 


railroad rate measure before congress- is 
just this: 
1C when the commission fix a 


rate, whether a maximum one or specific, 
shall such fixed rate take immediate ef- 
fect, or shall if appeal be taken to the 
' courts such appeal operate as an order 
of obeyance? 
Shall any fixed rate bv 


the commission be operative during the 
court proceeding* uml in what manner 
shall adjustment be made if final decision 
is against 
shipper 
and 
commission'; 


-Again, if the law says an appeal shall 
operate as a stay as to the rate fixed by 
the commission and the final decision is 
ngain'st the road., then in 'what manner 
shall the collected excess rate?, as collect- 
'e<l from the time the commission ordered 
a new rate be handled, and how shall the 
shipper be enabled to collect the excess 
charges! As to this latter it is suggest- 
ed 'all excess rates be placed in escrow 
and then when final decision is rendered. 
if averse to the roads, the monies will 
b« naid to the original shippers or par- 
ties paying freights; if in favor of the 
roads then sueh monies be returned to 
them. 


The contest waged by the opponents 


of any rate control assumes congress can 
jtot determine any rates by delegated 
power?, though it is not disputed eon- 
press by itself may fix rates anywheres? 
But it is contended, and with superior 
force, that the application of the doc- 
trine of the relations of principle and 
agent comes in. and that principles may 
delegate powers to agents to make prices 
and rates. Therefore congress ir> ;y dele- 
gate to a commission, whose membership 
that body prescribes how shall be com- 
posed, and such commission becomes the 
agents of congress. 


The house bill known as the lief/burn 


till did not provide for any courts of 
review, assuming the courts were always 
open to any litigant, but the measure did 
provide for the taking effect of any fixed 
rate within thirty days after being .so 
fixed and to remain in effect until other- 
wise declared void. This house measure 
was formally presented to the senate 
precisely as it wns, the majority of the 
committee, composed of five Democrats 
and two Republicans, agreeing that anv 
amendments could be made later on as 
brought out in the debate. 


Shall any court order operate as a re- 


straining order or shall flic commission 
order or rate continue in effect until 
the courts have formally declared such 
fixed order or rate unlawful? This is the 
point of the fight or shall there be any 
courts of review nt all: in fliis the as- 
sumption of the framers of the Hepburn 
measure that the courts were already 
open to aggrieved parties being allowed 
to stand by the senate committee, the 
principle of this being that all carriers 
have now ample rights under all exist- 
ing laws to seek courts of equity when 
so desired. 


What powers shall courts of review 


posses* it such be established, that is. 
.special courts 
for this purpose pre- 


scribed? Shall their powers be such that 
upon commencement of complaint of anc 
public carrier that a commission ordered 
rate or order is unjust, that such fixed 
rate. or order shall then he suspended 
until final hearing and decision, or shall 
the commission rate or order be enforced 
despite the commencement of the action 
—terminated only by adverse decision 
at end of trial? 


At present all commission rulings are 


rionenforcible if public carriers so elect. 
This is to say that the public carrier 
may ignore all orders and the commis- 
sion is forced to seek the courts if it de- 
sires to contend the matter further. 
Wth our present legal codes it is, of 
course, possible for contending plaintiffs 
and defendants to hang np cases for 
years in the courts, and it is "done by 
other interests besides the public service 
corporations. Thus it i* public carriers 
can readily coinpe.l any public commis- 
sion as the laws now are to seek the 
courts, while they may stay on the de- 
fensive and all proceedings may be us 
protracted practically oa wished for. 


The contention of the senate commit- 


tee, having the bill in charge U that leg- 
islation by congress may sustain 
any 


teed commission rate or order until a 
final court order is issued,'and further 
to prevent any court injunctions being 
issued to prevent such rulings of the 
commission from being enforced. 
The 


point insisted upon is- that unless a com- 


mission ruling or rate can be maintained 
in force during all the court proceedings 
if such are commenced, any rate. legis- 
lation will be fatally defective, and this 
is the view of a great majority of people. 
If such may not be no^v iegal, then con- 
gress, having full power to organize 
court?, may reorganize courts*' or insti- 
tute new courts which shall possess such 
desired powers, "is asserted. 


'The anomaly is presented for apparent- 


ly the first time in the senate of by com- 
mon assent, a committee composed of a 
majority of-the dominant party, now the 
Republican, yet in so arranging its re- 
port, that a majority of Republicans dis- 
sented from the house measure, leaving 
n minority of two Republicans in favor, 
these two having had added to their 
number five Democrats on the committee 
and'making a majority, and so the house 
measure was brought in with Senator 
Tillman in charge of the bill from a Re- 
publican committee and supporting such 
bill before, a senate of nearly two-thirds 
Republican. 


STOCKS IN TRADE. 


The name of Governor Folk of Mis- 


souri continues at intervals to be men- 
tioned as-a prospective Democratic can- 
didate for the presidency in 190S. It 
may likely as a contribution to this pur- 
pose that of late the governor has so 
severely attacked our protective tariff 
system in his addresses. In his speeches 
delivered in Ohio in the fall campaign bis 
attacks upon protection were noticeable 
in their intensity, and it may be said, 
devoid of the picturesque descriptions 
once upon a time one Grover Cleveland 
surrounded his attacks upon protection. 
But Folk is not Cleveland, not within a 
gun shot of it. Opponents of Cleveland 
within the Republican party today rec- 
ognize now better than at the time, his 
more valuable merits and freedom from 
wind-jamming 'at the public. 
He was 


no seeker after applause, and far and 
above the arts of the modern politician 
playing with the public and indulging in 
clap trap talk of reform they really dp 
not mean. It can even be admitted with- 
out the stand Grover Cleveland took 
against the heresies of Bryan and of oth- 
ers in his party favoring the free coin- 
age of silver, it would have been foisted 
upon the country by the congress in pow- 
,er at that time, for regrettable as it' is 
to/admit, there were Republican senators 
and representatives ready to vote for this 
free coinage. 
. 
" 


But Folk of Missouri is made of no 


such stern stuff. He lias, run the reform 
law pretty well and it seems also pretty 
well one-sided—the reform for the other 
follow, 
He attack; protection and his 


organs call it the "robber tariff." 
But 


the reformation of tariff schedules which 
Republicans have made are now out of 
joint and need revising, nre not assaults 
upon protection, for these would but as 
a fact make a protective tariff stronger. 
No Republican favoring tariff' revision 
for a moment talks of robber protection 
or throws discredit upon a protective 
tariff. 
But these Democratic tariff re- 


formers would so reform our tariff that 
all Kurope and the Orient could success- 
fully assail our shores with their cheap 
made goods. Their tariff reform would 
mice more, as did the tariff of Gorman 
and Wilson, which even Cleveland styled 
a tariff of infamy, plunge the country in 
desolation and on all sides would be 
closed factories, warehouses chock full of 
unsold goods, factories working on short- 
ened hours sufficient to delight the moat 
ardent unionist, and even then missing 
some, of the days of the., week; business 
houses and stores bitterly complaining, 
of shortened 'up trade!, and with soup 
houses in the larger cities' making up a 
picture o't" tariff reform of the Demo- 
cratic variety, that the country will 
think a long time before it gives this 
party power again. 


THE Vl-SITIXG- CHINESE. 


The Chinese mission is now in this 


country and headed by Prince Tsal Tsi 
are receiving hearty receptions at all 
points visited. These people are here, ac- 
cording to their statement, to exn-mine 
into our industrial and economic condi- 
tions, well as political, and .surely they 
have vast material from which to derive 
points. These heathens by our theology 
may deduce some facts that may not be 
pleasant to our hearing, for altogether, 
we are a Christian (and and it is con- 
ceded by some worthy people that we do 
quite a number of things not exactly 
Christian like. 
These believers in 
a 


religious system so wholly opposed to oar 
Christian belief have queer ideas. They 
may find out that while there are many 
Americans not members of orthodox 
churches arid thus affording unlimited 
room 
fo.r proselyting work, that yet 


American energy and strong faith sends 
our earnest workers to labor in the vine- 
yards of heathen China. They may cred- 
it such sincerity oil part of our religious 
workers, or they may have their own 
idea that proselyting should be confined 
to the rich fields at home and permit 
foreign people to rest satisfied with their 
religion. 


But it may not be for laymen to dia- 


cuss these things, for we all remembf.r 
the hearty scorn which greeted Mark 
Twain in his derision of the missionaries. 
It is thu better part of logic in this: 
bringing into closer relations prominent 
citizens of China with our people to in- 
sist upon tho guaranteeing of safety to 
our evangelists in their-territory, only of 
course, with the. provision thai all such 
respect the laws and customs of the land 
where they are working, precisely as we 
would require with Chinese missionaries 
seeking to convert us. 


These, distinguished members of the 


Chinese government will perceive, and it 
may -be sure they will duly notice, that 
in this land of perfect religious freedom 
we permit, the religious teachers of every 
creed and from every country to preach 
to their heart's content,-and wo.ttow.pos;] 
seas the religious teachers of foreign. 


cults, even to separate temples, of the 
ancient faiths. Is there not sucu a, one 
even within a few .miles of bur. own city? 
These foreigners respect o.ur laws, re- 
spect, our customs,'-'horrifying as they 
may be to them if some accoiynts are cor- 
rect, as to what some foreigners- think 
of our ways, >»nd in a general w4y. mind 
their own business, confining themselves 
solely to their work of religion. . 


This • is precisely, upon the same lines 


upon which our American religious work- 
ers have confined themselves in China. 
No' matter what others may have done; 
the men of this country who have gone 
abroad into lands that know not our 
faith arid creed have as it-general rule 
strictly attended to the work for which 
they- have taken their lives in hand. . 


But the members of this Chinese mis-, 


sion will learn a great deal of value'.to 
themselves. Their lessons will go far to 
spreading Christian ways a,nd of increas- 
ing the; light of civilization in darkest 
China. 


REFORM I?f COKSUL.AR SERVICE. 
The reformation of the; consular'servi 


ice in. the bill that has passed congress 
does not include the civil service provi- 
sions, but provides for classification'and 
the paying of all fees into the public 
treasury. President Roosevelt has hail 
to heart the improvement-of-this serv- 
ice and while some needed reformations 
ivill.be secured, yet by no means all. 
The spoils system permeates the sys- 
tem, 
but 
considering the safeguards 


thrown around, it is hardly the spoils 
system it was. before. But sufficient re- 
mains to throw off- the crowd and leave 
to the nearer elect the means to provide 
for themselves and friends. The .presi- 
dent wishes to make the entire service 
nonpartisan,,that is, leaving all appoint- 
ments to be made regardless of the par- 
ty in power. This system, he believes, 
would insure the best results and enable 
the controlling powers to advance tfie 
more efficient officials to higher grades. 


The impelling- idea is to have'it -so 


that' officials entering the lower'grades 
can feel that as'they advance'in'per- 
forming their duties consonant with'the 
highest interests of their country; they 
•will have, as he says, a long anSsl worthy1 
career before' them, advancement al-! 
.ways being present as 'an inducement. 


This is highly meritorious and it is 


upon proper lines. Perhaps just as well 
that in advancement and appointment 
it not be left'to the very undecisive fac- 
tor of mere percentages, for the best of- 
ficials do not always rate as the'highest 
in percentage columns. The personality 
of the man, that of the personal equa- 
tion in no class of government offices 
would count for so much as in the con- 
sular service. But the consular service 
as to advancement should by all means 
be extended to the ambassadorships. 
There is no earthly reason why not the 
siime principles should be applied, and 
ambassadorships should not be the re- 
wards for political services or at the 
disposal of men of mere wealth any 
more than the consular service. 
"With 


ambassadorship as a prize before some 
worthy young man entering the consu- 
lar service, it would be something to 
consider. 


AX£> !>' OHIO. 


Populism is progressing in Ohio to the 


extent the state senate has adopted a 
resolution which provides shall be sub- 
mitted to the people- a constitutional 
amendment which is to permit, the peo- 
ple of the state to propose legislation 
'and to vote upon legislation. . _T.his is 
known as the initiative and referendum. 
The provisions of the proposed,'amend- 
ment in brief is that:

After all said and done in the matter 


of choosing United States senators and of 
milking these, subject to tlie primary 
laws, which has been done in both north- 
ern and southern states, including our 
own state, why woidd it not have been 
far better to have left, this to the state 
legislatures as is provided for in tho fed- 
eral constitution. 
It. is but a way of 


evading federal laws and if successfully 
accomplished in this matter, really why 
should not the federal constitution be 
evaded in many other features? It .is 
true the election of-a senator at the.pri- 
maries is but the manifesting of a choice 
which all legislatures ore expected to con- 
form and if they should 
not 
confirm 


some time, then such legislature would 
be denounced. But legislators who would 
insist upon conforming to the constitu- 
tional methods would but be within their 
rights. 


This1 evasion of the constitution 
was 


first fashioned by some southern states, 
and this spread to the north and politi- 


cal parties seeing ""what a fine way it was 
of defrauding members of legislature out 
Qf their rightful powers, commenced -the 
habit in state political conventions of en- 
dorsing; some candidate, and this candi- 
date-then was expected to become the 
duly ordained candidate of the party and 
every legislator of that particular par- 
ty expected to confirm the choice. In 
one of the southern states owing to con- 
vening of the legislature but once in four 
years, two candidates nre nominated for 
the senate, one being an .alternate, to 
prevent the goyernor from exercising any 
choice. 


So long as the federal constitution re- 


mains tinchanged as to the method of 
electing senators, wJiy it is not for the 
best interests of the state, that is all 
spates, to stand by constitutional require- 
ments'; Very likely later on the people 
preferring to elect these senators by a 
dir'ect vote,.may by proper process take 
it out from the. hands of legislatures, but 
until that time, the constitution is per-

TERRIBLE FAMINE IN JAPAN 


Number of Those Ab»o:utely Starving IB 


Given as Nearly a Million. 


NEW YORK, March 23.—The New 


York state branch of the American Na- 
tional Red Cross has issued a statement 
•is to famine conditions in Japan. 


"The famine in Japan," the statement 


says, "which .has been considered 
for 


some time moderately serious, is now 
known as the result of reliable private 
advices received by the New York State 
Red Cross, to be one of the most terrible 
starvation emergencies of modern times. 
The failure of the rice crops,-which at 
one time was believed to be limited to 
certain classes only in the northern pro- 
vinces, has been found to be general'in 
these parts of Japan and conservative 
estimates place the number of starving 
Japanese at from-800,000 to 1,000,000 
persons. For these, owing to extended 
rains last summer which have ruined tha 
rice and other food crops, there is ab- 
solutely no relief in sight until next Oc- 
tober, when a new harvest will be avail- 
able. 


"As if this were not bad enough, the 


present winter has been one of the most 
severe in Japan in many years. The 
sum of $16,000,000 will be required to 
save the Japanese country people. This 
is estimated by allowing for a cost of 
10 cents pen person per day." 


A special meeting of the Japanese 


famine committee lias been called for 
Monday. The committee is now consid- 
ering whether it is wise to undertake 
the collection and transportation of food 
as well as money. Already two food ex- 
perts from Japan have been asked to 
prepare a food list showing what Amer- 
ican staples can be used.

PRISONER RUNS AMUCK 


Stabs Guard to Death Also Fat- 


ally Wounds Convict. 


As Negro Could Not be Captured Alive 


He Was Shot to Death by 


the Guards. 


JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., March 2S — 


This morning when the convicts at the 
penitentiary were called for breakfast, 
Guard J. W. Woods of Macon, Mo., was 
pounced upon by a colored convict and 
stabbed three times. 
Woods died 
in- 


stantly. Another guard immediately kill- 
ed the convict. 


The convict's name was "Sonny" An- 


derson, a negro sentenced from St.; 
;Louis^ 


in 1904 to serve four years for assaiilt to 
kill. He had been on what i* termed the- 
"cranky list" for several days,1 a'rid had' 
been kept in a cell. He was let out this; 


morning, with the other prisoner's, but 
soon afterward Guard Woods ' was 
or- 


dered to put him back into the cell. An- 
derson refused to obey and when the, 
guard seized him'by the arm and at- 
tempted to force him into the 
cell he 


drew a knife and stabbed the guard three 
times, killing him instantly. 


FATALLY WOUNDED ANOTHER. 
Other guards and several convicts rush- 


ed to the rescue of Woods. Anderson was 
slashing right and loft and severely in- 
jured two other convicts, one of them 
William Sheridan, sentenced 
from 
St. 


Louis to serve ten years for murder, be- 
ing so seriously injured that 
he 
will 


probably die. 
William Rockwell, sen- 


tenced for robbery, was stabbed but not 
seriously wounded. 


Anderson then seized a hose and di- 


rected a stream of water on those who 
attempted to capture him. Dropping the 
hose, he threw buckets nnd anything he 
could lay his hands on and made his way 
into the yard. It was found impossible 
to capture him alive and guards finally 
&hot him to death.
